6. As regards para 5 of the show cause notice , it is 
evident that the Managing Committee failed to fulfil 
the conditions laid down by the Government while 
sanctioning loan /subsidy for purchase of furniture and 
fixtures as a result the loan of Rs. 12,535 /- payable to the 
Government has become overdue. No. justification has 
been submitted by the Managing Committee in the 
reply filed .

Cause Notice dated 9-7-97 issued to the members of the 
Managing Committee of the Calangute V.K.S.S. Society 
Ltd., Calangute -Goa (hereinafter referred to as " said 
Society " ) under Section 78 of the Maharashtra Co - op . 
Societies Act , 1960 as in force in the State of Goa read 
with Rule 61 of the Co -op . Societies Rules , 1962 
(hereinafter referred to as " said Act" ) and after personal 
hearing on 25-7-1997 . 


2. The said Society is a registered Co -op . Society under 
the provisions of the said Act by Notification No. RES 
(a )-28 /Goa dated 3rd April, 1963 and classified as 
" Resource Society " . 


7. As regards para 6 of the show cause notice 
regarding submission of statement of Accounts for the 
year 1993-94 , 1994-95 , 1995-96 and 1996-97 in terms of 
Rule 58 of the Co - op . Societies Rules , 1962 latest by 31st 
May, of the each Co- op . Year, the contention of the 
Management that the Statement of Accounts were to 
be prepared by the Asstt. Registrar of Co -op . Societies 
and conduct the audit is not acceptable . In terms of 
Rule 58 of the rules, it is obligatory on the part of the 
management to prepare the Statement of Accounts 
within 45 days from the close of the Co- op . Year i.e. 15th 
May and furnish the copy thereof to the concerned 
auditor within 15 days thereafter i.e. by 31st May for the 
purpose of audit . The society has submitted the 
statements of accounts for the year 1993-94 , 1994-95 to 
the Asstt. Registrar (North Zone) only on 4-7-97 and the 
statements of accounts for the year 1995-96 and 1996-97 
are yet to be submitted . Non submission of statements 
of accounts within timehas resulted in non - conducting 
the audit of the society . It is , therefore , evident that 
Managing Committee was found to be negligent in the 
performance of duties imposed on it under the act, rules 
and bye -laws of the society . 


3. As per Bye -law No. 2 of the society, themain object 
of the society is to provide the members with agricultural 
loans and allied requirements and also to take other 
activities as specified in the bye- laws. 


4. As per the provisions of the Bye - law No. 38 of the 
society the management and affairs of the society are 
vested in the Managing Committee and the Managing 
Committee is responsible for managing the affairs of 
the society , mantaining supervision and control over 
the secretary and staff of the society and also responsible 
in the performance of the duties imposed on it by the 
said act, rules and bye -laws of the society . 


5. As regards para 4 of the show cause notice the 
accounts of the society audited for the Co -op . year 
1992-93 by the Departmental Auditor in terms of Section 
81 of the said act has revealed serious irregularities / 
/ discrepancies in the functioning of the society such as 
failure to convene the Annual General Body Meetings 
as required under Section 75 of the said Act and the 
meetings of the Managing Committee as per provisions 
of Bye - law No. 45 , maintenance of excess cash balance 
in hand in violation of the provisions of Bye - law No. 85 
of the society, sustaining huge losses to the society to 
the extent of Rs. 61,493.78 till 31-3-93 . This has resulted 
in wiping off entire share capital of the society . The 
Managing Committee has failed to discuss the said 
irregularities in the A.G.M./Managing Committee 
Meetings as required under Bye- law No. 26 (8 ) and 46 ( 23) 
and submit the rectification report thereon to the Asstt . 


8. As regards para 7 of the show cause notice 
regarding failure to convene the A.G.M. for the year 
1995-96 in terms of Section 75 of the said act by 15-8-96 
or within next 3 months i.e. by 14 November, 1996 with 
prior permission of the registering authority , the reason 
given by the Management that the society was shut 
down and the management decided to convene the 
Annual General Body Meeting only after accounting 
and auditing the affairs of the society is not justified as 
the Managing Committee even in the absence of audit 
report could have convened the Annual General Body 
Meeting latest by 14-11-96 for discussing the affairs of 
the society and to take appropriate action for compliance 
of the irregularities pointed out in the earlier audit 
report of the society for the year 1992-93 . The audit 
report for subsequent year, if any , received.could have 
also been discussed in next A.G.M./Spl. GeneralMeeting 
convened for the purpose . It is , therefore , evident that 
the Managing Committee failed to convene the meeting 
within the time as provided under Section 75 of the act 
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which further proved that the same was virtually 
non -functioning to manage the affairs of the society . 


9. As regards para 8 of the show cause notice , it is 
evident that the Managing Committee failed to 
undertake any activity pertaining to development of 
agriculture like providing ST /MT loans improved seeds, 
fertilisers , equipments , etc. to fulfil its objects in terms 
of Bye -law No. 2 of the bye -laws of the society . 
No clarification has been given by the Managing 
Committee in their reply filed .
